In 
the middle west there is a shortage of 
cars to move grain and eastern roads 
have been asked to return the grain 
cars to Illinois roads. All consignees 
are asked to unload cars promptly, 


The monthly bulletin, of the com- 


mittee on. relations between railroads 
of the American Railway Association 
for September 1 showed a gross short- 
age of 57,822 cars and a net shortage 
of 14,231 cars, the largest ever 
re- 


ported on tliat date.- In commenting 
upon tlie' situation, it is stated that 
the number of cars in servivee cannot 
be increased by any further orders 
the railroads may place with car 
builders. 
The problem to be solved 


by ail concerned is to make the most 
of the equipment available. Since the 
large car shortage or 1D06 the rail- 
roads have improved markedly in 
maintaining a rapid circulation of 
equipment. 


It is believed that greater efficiency 


can and -will be achieved by the car- 
riers in eliminating delays in ship- 
ments. The shippers, who are most
